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Dear Editor: 


Having just returned from Europe where I 
picked up a new GT Carrera Speedster. I thought 
I would let you know about some of the high- 
lights of the trip. 


I was especially interested in the picture of 
the Porsche Formula 2 prototype car on the 
cover of the latest Pano. as I had the “privilege” 
of seeing it get smashed up at the GP of Monaco. 
As the car was prepared for the course, it ap- 
peared that things got a little rushed. the body 
was unpainted and file marks still showed. This 
car is not a converted Spyder; it is an honest 
Formula 2 all the way, even to using the electric 
drill for starting. After the fine showing it made 
in practice. hopes were high in the Porsche pits. 
making the crash particularly painful. 


We stayed in Nice and. on the morning of the 
race, enjoyed a very pleasant tour (spelled 
r-a-c-e) over to Monaco with an Alfa Veloce 
coupe. Even with the limited revs (due to 
breaking-in) we managed to give him a hard 
time and finally left him completely. These 
people drive fast and furious but there are very 
few obviously inept drivers, so it isn’t as bad as 
it sounds. Most pleasant. 


The factory had arranged for the use of one 
of the garages in town. so I beetled in and 
parked the car. The garage owners thought I 
was with the Porsche factory and I didn’t set 
them straight, so no questions were asked and I 
had a nice place to park the car for the day. 
Mr. Linge and one other fellow were just getting 
the single entered car hooked up to the tow truck 
for the trip to the course. There was a fellow 
sitting in a maroon coupe just ahead of the tow 
truck. so I asked if I could ride to the course 
with him. He agreed to this and I climbed in. 
only to discover that it was one Mr. E. Barth. 
(Thanks for the ride.) We had a pleasant trip 
down the hill. commenting on the many attractive 
females to be seen. 


When we arrived at the course proper. I was 
saddened to discover that entry to the course was 
permitted only to those in possession of one of 
the several types of special armbands. Since my 
goal was the Porsche pits. this would not do at 
all. I asked where one went to get one of these 
permits and was directed to the office of the 
Automobile Club of Monaco. just around the 
corner. At this point, I wish to express my 
appreciation to the AC of Monaco for issuing a 
photographer’s permit on the strength of my PCA 
membership card. 


The pits were just like in the pictures. with 
many interesting faces to be seen and many 
mean-looking cars sitting around. “Smiley” von 
Hanstein was there. with his monster movie

camera. I was much impressed by the very 
friendly treatment accorded me by all the busy 
people from Porsche. I probably made a great 
pest of myself by approaching every familiar 
face (and some not familiar) and introducing 
myself as a PCA member. But everyone took 
time to say a few pleasant words. asked how I 
liked the new car. and told me something about 
the race. When we say Porsche family. it is no 
idle expression! 


After the start of the race. I was busily filming 
and waiting for the Porsche to buzz by in front 
of the camera. I waited and waited and waited 

. Finally, von Trips appeared at the pits. his 
face rather cut up from the glass in his goggles. 
to report the sad news. It must have happened 
in the first lap because I never did see the car 
go by. The accident occurred on the gradual. 
right-hand turn as you start up the hill, just 
after passing the reviewing stand where the 
Prince and Princess were sitting. As for the 
details of the crash. my German was not suffi- 
cient to get all the hideous details. but a look at 
the scene showed a very badly bent Porsche sit- 
ting in the midst of two of those green British 
machines. 


Von Hanstein’s grin seemed to waver a little. 
but was soon seen to blossom forth in all its 
usual splendor. (I could smile. too; I didn’t 
have to pay for it either.) Von Trips was later 
seen, face still bloody and unbandaged, filming 
the race with von Hanstein’s camera (consolation 
privilege?). The Porsche people soon vacated 
the area, leaving only Linge and the clean-up 
squad to pick up the pieces. (I looked for some 
which might fit the Carrera, but no dice. This 
new machine IS different.) 


Anyway. as you know by now, Brabham won. 
with Moss and Behra out with mechanical trou- 
bles. As you also know, Porsche really cleaned 
up at the Targa Florio. with 1. 2. 3. and 4, a 
showing which produced great joy at the factory 
when I returned the car for shipment home. 


(Here we insert a Helpful Hint for GP Visi- 
tors: If you should be able to attend one of the 
big races, and wish to film it for yourself or a 
Club, take as many people armed with cameras 
as you can round up: even on a course as com- 
pact as Monaco, you are never at the right place 
at the right time. One person can never hope to 
film one-tenth of all that is interesting. ) 


The week following the race. we did nothing 
but sprawl on the beach at Nice. watching all 
the pretty girls in their Bikinis and developing 
our suntans. Paradise! 


Then a tour through Switzerland and back to

the factory. When I purchased the car, I asked 
for a short course in tuning the thing. The fac- 
tory obliged by the offer of as many days as I 
wanted to spend observing in the repair shop. 
My limited time schedule permitted only a couple 
of days, which were highly instructive. These 
people are the most friendly I’ve ever dealt with. 
It seems that no request was too great. 


Those people going over on the PCA Rallye 
and such, are sure to be pleased by their recep- 
tion. When you get to the factory, be sure to say 
a few kind words to Mr. Lars Schmidt, in the 
export department. He is one of the world’s 
nicest guys and, in spite of the fact that I caused 
him no end of trouble (losing all the car papers. 
for example), he was always ready with a pleas- 
ant smile and a handshake. Buy him a beer for 
me! 


After this trip, I am spoiled. The car is per- 
fection, itself. In spite of the dire warnings 
about the expense of maintaining a Carrera (and 
I expect they may be right; we will see), 1 must 
say that I have no regrets. Here is a Porsche 
with real Auspuff and neck-cracking acceleration. 
There is one hidden advantage; by keeping me 
broke, it thereby insures that I remain in the 
extremely desirable state of bachelorhood. 


One last thing, while at the factory I was ad- 
vised that the normal charge for a routine tune- 
up at the factory repair shop is 100 marks. This 
compares favorably with the same job here, being 
about 25 dollars. But, here’s the clinker; to a 
German, 100 marks is like 100 dollars to us, 
considering buying power, wages, etc. Anyone 
here want to pay $100 for a tune-up? I'll never 
complain about high service prices again; never, 
that is, if the quality of work is up to snuff. If 
the work is poor, then holler like hell, but don’t 
knock the price for good work. 


Presently, I’m looking for a job over there for 
about 5 or 10 years; anybody need a good elec- 
tronics man for 10 years in Europe?

PSYCH STUDY OF A SPEEDSTER 


Does your Speedster behave like a tiger at the 
time trials and turn into a wall flower at cocktail 
parties? We know the symptoms. Our Hans III 
was introduced to a pretty lady hardtop. But alas, 
he was too shy and she went off with a Super 
coupe. It got so that even around other Speed- 
sters he would rather take off alone, straining 
his clutch cable and wearing out his fan belt. 


After a little analysis, it was decided Hans 
needed a few social modifications so he would feel 
more like his more expensive kinfolk. No more 
ashes or used match books on his floor—no more 
vibrating his canvas lid above sixty mph—no 
more trips in the desert without being able to 
listen to his favorite D.J. 





So after a look at the Porsche parts catalog. 
the following was ordered: 


644.552.061.00 Ash Tray Complete 
(specify grey or beige knob) 
644.652.101.00 Cigarette Lighter Complete 
(specify grey or beige knob) 
644.632.101.000 Map Light with Switch 








The dash panel seems to be of aluminum, so 
drilling, sawing and filing was easy. We had 
already moved the throttle control upward to 
allow room for a VDO ammeter. See May 58 
Panorama. The ash tray went to the right with 
the lighter balancing the throttle. This puts the 
ash tray off center but still is handy for driver 
and navigator. The trim on the Porsche name- 
plate can be shortened after checking that your 
particular installation will cover the vacated hole. 
The map light was put in the lower lip of the dash 
so it does not shine in your eyes as it does in 
the coupes. 








The light is a cleverly made one-piece plastic 
body. And the ash tray slides on brass rollers 
and works very well if kept clean—truly nice 
items. There is also available an under dash 
ash tray, part number 644.552.061.01. This is 
easier to install, but not as attractive in our 
opinion. 





From the center of the dash. we suspended a 
Blaupunkt Wolfsburg radio. This is available 
through some VW dealers and is reasonable. 
The supplied hanger is bent to fit the wiper 
motor bracket and a hole drilled to suit. The 
front mounting panel can be bent to fit the slope 
of the lower dash lip. A stainless facia plate 
improves appearance. The separate power sup- 
ply comes with a bracket which will fit over the 
dash lower lip towards the door. There is a 
speaker mount on each side of the cowl which 
will need a bit of enlarging to accommodate the 
VW speaker. Possibly a Blaupunkt dealer can 
supply the proper speaker and a second one as 
the radio has outlets for two. For additional 
radio suggestions. check March °59 Panorama. 
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Top showing additional rib. 
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The top is more economically scheduled when 
needing replacing. We enlarged the rear plastic 
as in the ’59 Speedsters. The door openings 
were arched 11% inches higher into the roof and 
new plexiglas side screens gave much improve- 
ment in visibility. See April 57 for side screens. 
We used the bottom and front of the existing 
units with brackets. One eighth inch plexiglas 
was inserted between the fabric and the frame 
with small brass bolts replacing the rivets. A 
good waterproof cement seals the junction be- 
tween the fabric and both sides of the plexiglas. 


Another large improvement in the Speedster 
top was gained by installing an additional rib 
about midway between the existing center rib 
and the windshield. Bend 5/16 inch diameter 
hot rolled steel bar to approximate the contour of 
the existing rib. Temporarily position it by 
clamping to the top frame side rails so the rib 
leans forward about 20 degrees. Mark the bar 
at the mid point of the side frame, remove and 
cut off excess. Heat and flatten about 2 inches of 
the bar ends so that a 7/32 inch hole may be 
drilled. Out of sheet steel, bend up 2 U-shaped 
straps that will slide over the side frame mem- 
ber. They should be about 114 inches long and 
each leg of the U should extend past the frame 
by % inch. Drill 2-7/32 inch holes in each 
making sure they clear the frame by about 1/16 
inch. 


Install the U-bracket by a 3/16 bolt and nut 
with lockwasher in the rear holes. Now clamp 
the new rib in place covering the forward holes. 
Mark, remove and drill 7/32 holes. Install rib 
with 3/16 bolts and proper washers and nuts. 
The sequence should be bolt through rib, flat 
washer, first leg of bracket, nut, second leg of 
bracket, and another nut. The first nut acts as 
a spacer and locknut. 


Wrap the rib with 14 inch wide beige cloth 
adhesive backed tape, which protects the fabric 
of the top. Make sure the rib and brackets are 
positioned properly on the side frame for folding 
the top. The bolt through the rib should be 
tight enough to put a slight drag on the rib so it 
assumes a horizontal position resting on the 
rear side frame member as it folds. Only the 
rear bolt should clamp the assembly to the side 
frame. With top folded, these bolts may be 
loosened and the rib slid out of the way when 
clear access to the back seat area is required. 


Erect the top and position the rib properly. 
Take 114 inch beige cloth adhesive backed tape 
and make two straps to connect the new rib with 
the old center rib underneath the existing cloth 
tapes. These straps should be taut when the rib 
is properly positioned. Now, fold the top and 
erect it again—voila, the new rib automatically 
positions itself! 


This treatment worked wonders with Hans’ 
personality. You know, the other evening he was 


found up on Mulholland Drive with a Deluxe 
Carrera Cabriolet?

PORSCHE WINS... 
AND LOSES IN 
WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP RACE 


The Porsches completely dominated this year’s 
Targa Florio by finishing 1—2—3—4. This 
would have been further increased to 5 if the 
car driven by Bonnier/von Trips hadn’t broken 
down nine miles from the finish. The car at 
that time was leading and had a seven minute 
lead over the Barth/Seidel Porsche. 


The glorious Porsche “Parade” was as follows: 


1. Barth/Seidel, RSK—1500 

2. Mahle /Strahle/Linge, RSK—1500 
3. Pucci/von Hanstein, Carrera 

4. Strahle ‘Linge/Mahle, Carrera 


The winning streak continued when Porsche 
placed 4th Overall in the 1,000 Kilometer Race 
at the Nurburgring and took 3 Firsts in Class. 
This put them ahead in the race for World 
Championship . . . but not for long. 


Disaster seemed to statk the Porsches at 
LeMans as six cars. including three factory en- 
tries, failed to finish; thus leaving Porsche in 
third place in the fight for the championship. 


LeMans was an Aston-Martin victory all the 
way.

Cool and sunny weather greeted sports car 
fans at the 8th annual Cumberland National and 


Novice Sports Car Races. More than 30.000 
people lined the banks of the airfield from which 
the entire 1.6 mile airport circuit can be seen 
without even shifting your sitting position. Two 
hundred cars registered for competition and 26 
of these bore the label of “Made in Stuttgart.” 


In the record-breaking feature event, the little 
F Modified bombs from Germany had the specta- 
tors in a cheering mood and A. Momo in a state 
of shock. Bob Holbert, RSK Driver Deluxe. 
worried Hansgen in Cunningham’s Lister-Jag 
for the entire race and pushed him at a record- 
breaking speed. Hansgen edged out Holbert by 
a scant 1.18 seconds with some help of a team- 
mate. 


The contenders lined up on the grid with all 
of Cunningham’s big-bore-machinery up front 
accompanied by the Sadler Special. Behind the 
blue and white circus, were the Porsches. There 
were those who would like to have put Porsches 
further back in the pack. Anything so little, 
being so fast, is bound to be resented. 


The flag dropped and the “Sebring Twins,” 
Bob Holbert and Don Sesslar, took off like their 
cars were hooked together with a tow bar. After 
five laps, they smoothly diced their way through 
the resistant traffic into second and third spot. 
Three time winner at Cumberland, Walt Hansgen, 
spent the five laps out front gaining a nice long 
lead on the pack with the big displacement 
Lister-Jag. 


Bob Holbert, in RSK #140, hasn’t been having 
much fun at the races so far this year, and de- 
cided that first place in F Modified wasn’t the 
real reason he was out there booming down the 
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stretches at over 100 miles an hour. Forgetting 
everybody else in the race, he dashed after 
Hansgen. At the end of 13 laps the Lister pilot 
could see the thin man’s clean shave in the mirror 
and everybody was rather quiet down in Cun- 
ningham’s pit. Don Sesslar. RSK #74, was still 
running a strong third overall. about 7 seconds 


behind the leaders. 


Bernie Vihl, owner of the Holbert driven 
Spyder, was running out into the pit waving Bob 
on with his hat, like he thought the little 1500 
cc machine was 3.000 revs below the limit. On 
the 16th lap, Holbert, using the Porsche’s su- 
perior cornering to advantage, passed Hansgen 
in the Lister. Before the lap finished, the Cun- 
ningham machine regained the lead. 


With five minutes remaining in the one-hour 
race, Bob Holbert made his big bid. Laying in 
close behind Hansgen’s Lister, he breezed through 
the chicane and took the RSK down the airport 
straight in a dead heat with the white Lister-Jag. 
Traffic smiled on Walt Hansgen at the hard turn 
and the Porsche had to unwind to keep from run- 
ning over the fourth place Lister-Jag driven by 
Hansgen’s teammate, Fred Windridge. Hansgen 
slipped through and opened a long lead. The 
Ist and 2nd cars had now lapped everybody ex- 
cept Don Sesslar, still runnirfg a strong third. 
Holbert pushed the Spyder hard to catch the 3.8 
liter car but time ran out and Hansgen rolled 
across the line a thin 1.18 seconds ahead. Don 
Sesslar finished 3rd overall and 2nd in F 
Modified. 


For the skeptics who think an RSK never 
would have caught that Lister, the Holbert 
driven Porsche was running on 3 and 1% cylin- 
ders during the last part of the event . . . broken 
valve spring. 














F PRODUCTION FRACAS 


Carreras dominated the F Production race. 
Harry Blanchard jumped into the lead on the first 
lap and after four laps. the positions were as 
follows: Harry Blanchard. first: Bruce Jennings. 


second: E. Hobbs, third. 


Up until the last lap of the race, the leaders 
held these positions, pouring on the petrol and 
lapping most of the field. Harry Blanchard 
looked like a sure first place winner when he 
boomed by the pits on the last lap. Then it hap- 
pened! He spun out in traffic and Jennings. who 
was closing fast. snaked through to take the 
checkered flag. 


Final positions: PCAer Bruce Jennings, first: 
PCAer Harry Blanchard, second: PCAer E. 
Hobbs, third. Where were those “Twin-Cams” 
from England? 


Further back in the field other PCAers. Ken- 
neth Leith and Charles “Daddy-O” Beidler. were 
“showing the MGA Twin-Cams the way” with 
1600 Normal Coupes.

Whenever the words “Forward,” “Rear,” or 
“Rearward” are used, it is meant in relation to 
the front or rear of the car—not the direction in 
which the mechanic is facing. 


REMOVING BROKEN CABLE 


1. Remove floorboards. 

2. Remove locknut (if there is one) and adjust- 
ing nut from forward end of cable. 

3. Pull cable forward and out of tunnel as 
far as possible. It may come out all the way 
... more likely it will stop when the threaded 
rear end of the cable reaches the point where 
it enters the tunnel. (There is a constriction 
at the forward end of the short piece of con- 
duit that runs from the rear of the tunnel. 
rearward through the eye in the clutch oper- 
ating lever. The combination of this con- 
striction and the bend in the conduit is what 
keeps the 2 or 3 inch threaded end from pass- 
ing through.) 

4. Remove left rear wheel. Locate conduit and 
clutch operating lever near left side of fly- 
wheel housing. 

5. The conduit which extends from the rear of 
the tunnel through the eye will be flexible 
enough (now that you have pulled the cable 
as far forward as possible), so that you can 
pull it forward, freeing it from the eye in 
the clutch operating lever. Now, pull it rear- 
ward to free it from the connection at the 
rear of the tunnel. 

6. Now that the bend is out of the conduit, you 
can pull the conduit off of the rear end of 
the cable . . . then pull the cable all the way 
out of the rear of the tunnel. 
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REMOVING CABLE THAT IS NOT BROKEN 


1. Remove floorboards. 

2. Remove locknut (if there is one). 

3. Depress clutch pedal with one hand; with a 
pair of pliers in the other hand, take a good 
hold of the cable 2 or 3 inches rearward of 
the pedal arm; release the pedal. Now the 
cable should extend forward through the eye 
far enough that you can remove the adjusting 
nut with finger and thumb. 

4. Remove left rear wheel. Locate conduit 

which extends from the rear of the tunnel. 

rearward through the eye in the clutch oper- 
ating lever, near left side of flywheel housing. 

Pull cable rearw@rd and snake it around so 

that you can pull it down where it is easy to 

work on. Remove locknut and adjusting nut. 

Thread cable back into conduit as far as 

possible. 

6. Go to forward end of cable; pull it forward 
and out of tunnel as far as possible, then 
follow steps 5 and 6 of instructions on “Re- 


vu 
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moving Broken Cable.” 


INSTALLING NEW CABLE 


1. The latest type cables have a larger diameter 
threaded end at the rear (the front remains 
the same). This larger end piece will not 
pass through the constriction at the forward 
end of the conduit even when there is no bend 
in the conduit. Thread the cable through the 
conduit first and get the conduit out of your 
way, at the rear end of the cable. Now. 
thread the cable into the rear of the tunnel, 
greasing it a foot or so at a time instead of all 
at once. 

2. Follow the reverse of the procedure outlined 
in step 5 of instructions on “Removing Broken 
Cable” to get conduit back into place. Go to 
the forward end of cable and put it rearward 
far: enough that it will extend out of the 
conduit at the rear. 

3. Pull cable rearward and down where it is easy 
to work on. Install adjusting nut (with 
spherical surface forward), and locknut so 
that only 3% or % inch of threads remain 
behind locknut, (if it breaks again, and you 
have a spare nut and locknut, the cable will 
be long enough to connect up again). Do not 
tighten locknut too tight as it weakens the 
threads. Clean eye of clutch operating lever 
and spherical surface of adjusting nut, grease 
well, Push cable forward through conduit as 
far as possible. 

4. Thread forward end of cable through eye in 
pedal. Apply grease to spherical surface of 
adjusting nut and screw it on, spherical sur- 
face rearward. Screw adjusting nut until 
clutch clearance is .6 to .8 inches (34” to 1”) 
of pedal movement. Screw on locknut, but 
not too tight. Replace floorboards.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Editor: 


Judging from the references to windshield 
wipers, I believe that they are a source of quite 
a bit of trouble. I have had my difficulties with 
them, too. One wiper froze last winter and the 
off-on switch failed to stop the motor which 
went on grinding away. I stopped the car and 
pulled out the brown lead (the ground wire for 
the wiper motor) which did stop the motor before 
it was burned out. The cause of the failure was 
lack of lubrication to one sector gear. I still 
do not know why the switch did not stop the 
motor or why the motor required four leads 
rather than three. 


According to the wiring diagram furnished 
with the Driver’s Manual, the wiper motor, the 
cigar lighter, and the dash socket are all on the 
same fuse, #2, rated at twenty-five amperes. 
This, I believe, is much too high a rating for 
the wiper motor by itself. 


To get an idea of the current required by the 
motor, I measured its resistance which was about 
five ohms. This implies a current of one ampere 
should be required. However, with leaking and 
load, the current might be higher. 


To get better protection for the motor (re- 
portedly a $32 item) I installed a “meter-back” 
fuse holder in series with the ground lead. To 
date, I have used a two ampere instrument fuse 
which finally blew in a heavy rain and a three 
ampere replacement which did not. With this 
limited experience, I am not sure of the correct 
fuse size nor do I have the equipment to deter- 
mine the correct fuse. However, it seems that a 
3-5 ampere fuse should be adequate. 


I have used an instrument fuse and “meter- 
back” fuse holder for two reasons: 


1. The meter-back fuse holder has a mounting 
hole big enough to take the mounting screw 
of the wiper motor. 

2. The instrument fuses come in low current 
sizes; 2, 3, and 5 ampere and are fast act- 
ing. Hence, the motor gets good, or per- 
haps even too good protection. 
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The fuse holder and fuses were purchased 
from Allied Radio in Chicago when I was unable 
to find the items locally. Less than $1 was spent 
and no holes had to be drilled. No other tools 
were required but a screwdriver and a 10mm 
wrench. 

If anyone can measure the current needed by 
a 1958 motor operating normally, and if anyone 
knows why there are four wires to the motor 
(where I think that three are sufficient), I would 
appreciate knowing.
